BALTIMORE, Mda., Nov. 2—William 
Wrman, a wealthy and philanthropic ‘citi- 
zen, died to-day at his country seat, Home-

KILLS TEXAS LOCAL OPTION. 


Court Decides Law Preventing. Un- 
broken Package Shipment Void.

DALLAS, Texas, Nov. 26.—The Stat 
Court of Criminal Appeals, the highest 
Texas tribunal, has rendered a decision 
that practically makes the local option law 
of the State inoperative. 

It has declared the law of 1901, which 
sought to prevent the shipment’ liquor 
in unbroken packages, into local option 
precincts. urconstitutional, and that such 
sale of liquor is legal. 

The effect of the decision is to permit 
individuals, clubs, or other purchasers to 
have quarts, gallons, or other unbroken 
packages shipped to them regardless of 
local option regulations. Retailing, how- 
ever, vy the glass is not permitted.

George H. Maxwell of the National Irri- 
|} gatton Association, who has carefully. ex- }. 
j amined the Hansbrough. bill, says its pas-| 
sage would Westroy the best features of the 
Irrigation act. Speaking of the bill, Mr. 
Maxwell said: 

“When the National Irrigation act was 
originally passed in the Senate it left the 
land open to all kinds of speculative entry 
until the contract to build the irrigation 
works was let or ‘the Secretary of the |. 
Intertor. 

“ after a fierce ‘ona bitter controversy, 
those who insisted that the reclaimed lands 
should be reserved exclusively for actual! |: 
settlers secured amendment of the bill, be-_| 
fore it passed the: House, by the insertion 
of a clause under which the Secretary of 
the Interior was authorized to reserve all 
lands which he contemplated reclaiming 
ufider the act ‘at or immediately prior to 
the time of beginning the surveys for any. 
centemplated irrigation works.’ . 

These lands were td be withdrawn from | 
entry °* ‘except under the homestead law.’ 
Every acre which has been withdrawn, or 
is withdrawn, under the National Irriga- 
tion act remains ‘subject to homestead 
entry.’- 

‘Now the Hansbrough amendment to the 
Timber and Stone act uses this same ex- 
pregsion, ‘subject.to homestead entry,’ and 
would permit every acre of worthless pri- 
vate lands in forest reserves to be ex- 
ehanged for lands which were ‘subject to 
homestead entry,’ although they had been 
reserved under the National Irrigation act. 

“The Hansbrough amendment gives to 
every speculative owner of lands in the 
public forest reservations the absolute 
right to relinquish such lands to the Gov- 
ernment, and to ‘select in Meu thereof a 
tract of vacant, surveyed, non-mineral ed 
lic land which is subject to homestead 
entry, not-exceeding in area the tract cov- 
ered by his claim or patent, and not chiefly 
valuable for timber and stone.’ 

“The. consequences of such a provision 
as this are simply appalling. In all the 
public land, States and Territories, Sections 
16 and 36 are State lands, and are almost 
universally controlled by the land specu- 
lators. Within the limits pf every railroad 
grant the alternate sections were railroad 
lands, and nearly iall have been sold by the 
railroad companies to men who have cut off 
the good timber, or who are cutting it off 
as. fast as they can. 

“The ‘Hansbrough amendment would 
give the owners of hundreds of. thousands 
6f acres of such practically worthless lands 
as these—rocks and stones and stumps and 
brush and chaparral and mountain preci- 
pices and gorges—the right to turn that 
land in to the Government, and locate, in 
in- exchange for it, the very lands which are 
now reserved under the National I tion 
act for actual homestead settlers only. 

“It is true that the National Irrigation 
act provides that lands reserved under it are 
subject to entry only im tracts of not more 
than 160 acres, but the Hansbrough amend- 
ment, if enacted, would be the latest. law

In Tee Togs the-ottier sy one of our

American ships as the only means of 
getting American trade with South 
America.

@ vatying nutiber of tramp vessels not 
regular in their sailing, but often cheap 
and convenient. In short, there are 
fairly ample facilities for carrying all the 
traffic that actually arises in connection 
with our'trade to the South. 

It is true that these facilities, are hot 
supplied by vessels sailing Onder the 
American flag. But if our shippers were 
allowed to buy vessels where they could 
get them best and cheapest and to éail 
them under our flag, they would soon 
own all that could' be uséd with profit 
and they would mest dssuredly.add to 


‘the number as thé demand, or even the 


probable @emand, increased.. A race of 
adventurers who have biillt thousands 
of miles of railways through almost or 
wholly unsettled country for the sake of 
the trade the roads would develop would 
not bée slow in pushing out for all pos- 
sible maritime tradé if the blessed “ pro- 
tective”’ laws of this eountry gave them 
half a chance.

OVERHEAD TROLLEYS. 

Mr. McDovugais, Hawes, to whom as 
Dock Commissioner the _ Metropolitan 
Railway has applied for permission to 
employ the overhead trolley along West 
Street, is abundantly justified in refus- 
ing even to entertain the application un- 
til he is furnished with a technical re- 
port, presumably to be submitted to his 
own expert advisers, setting forth in de- 
tail the causes which render operation 
of an underground trolley along that 
thoroughfare impracticable, as the cor- 
poration alleges it to be. And the general 
public is equally justified in eyeing the 
proposition with great suspicion. 

Necessity was clearly the mother of 
that beneficent invention, the under- 
ground trolley. It never would have 
boen invented at all if this municipality, 
meaning of Manhattan, had not insisted 
that at no price should its streets be 
disfigured and endangered by the poles 
and the exposed wires which at that 


time were supposed to be indispensable 


to propulsion by electricity. If .we ‘re- 


| member aright, there were many demi- 


onstrations by experts setting forth that 
propulsion by means of a current car, 
ried underground was altogether out of 
the question, and that the forest of poles 
and the network of wires had te be ac- 
cepted as the price of electric transit. 
But ‘the municipality was Wisely and 
nobly deaf to these demonstrations. 
When its deafness was found to be in- 
curable, the experts’ set themselves to 
solving the problem instead of maintain- 
ing it to be insoluble: As a result we are 
rejoicing 4n the best and the least un- 
sightly and the safest method of public 
conveyance, 

When the experts demonstrated that 
underground trolley was impracticable, 
it was afterward demonstrated that 
what they. really meant was only that it 
was somewhat more expensive, espe- 
cially to install, than the inadmissible 
overhead system. Commissioner HAWKEs 
has thus reason to suspect that is all 
they mean now about the “ impractica- 
bility” of managing the underground 
troliey along the river front, At any 
rate, nothing but good can come from his 
insistence that, before their application 
for an. overhead trolley shall be enter- 
tained, they shall prove, not merely to 
their own ‘satisfaction, but to his, that 
they really cannot employ in West Street 
the system they find no difficulty In em- 
ploying elsewhere with the most satis- 
factory restlte.

If they fall to do so the police 
should be invoked to suppress on Thanks- 
giving Day what would be suppressed as
